Mr.  Chairman  and  Gkntdkmkn, 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  no  serious  epidemics 
other  than  Whooping  Cough  and  Measles,  for  which 
three  schools  were  closed  for  a period  of  three  weeks  each. 
The  birth  and  death  rates  are  above  the  average.  Taking 
the  health  of  the  district  on  the  whole  it  has  been  fair. 

The  Death  Rate, 

I regret  to  say,  has  risen  from  64  last  year  to  77  this,  being  4-2, 
above  the  average  for  the  past  10  years. 

There  were  9 deaths  under  one  year  and  35  over  65  years 
of  age,  which  leaves  only  33  deaths  between  i and  65,  or  an 
average  of  6-3  per  1000  ; of  the  35  deaths  over  65  years  of  age 
Bronchitis  and  Nerve  Diseases  caused  seven  each.  Old  Age  8, 
Heart  Disease  5,  and  Cancer  3.  Of  Cancer  there  were  no  less 
than  10  deaths  ; more  than  any  other  year,  of  which  I have  the 
the  figures,  the  only  parts  of  the  district  escaping  were 
Broughton  and  Bradford  Without.  Phthisis  caused  6,  all  of 
them  between  the  ages  of  25  and  65.  Taking  the  four  years 
of  which  I have  tables,  Monkton  Farleigh  and  Wraxall  have 
had  4,  Holt  and  Broughton  3 each,  and  the  rest  of  the  district  4 
deaths  during  that  period.  The  inquests  held  during  the  3^ear 
numbered  4,  namely  i Pneumonia,  i Fractured  Skull,  i Heart- 
disease,  and  I from  Drowning.  Uncertified  deaths,  i.  Seven 
deaths  have  occurred  in  the  Workhouse,  the  oldest  being  77 
the  youngest  60,  the  average  age  being  67.  Three  occurred 
from  Dung  and  2 from  Nerve  Disease,  i from  Cancer,  and  i 
from  Old  Age. 

Birth  Rate. 

Here  there  is  a slight  increase,  120  against  114  for  last 
year.  The  sexes  are  evenly  divided,  viz.,  60  of  each,  whereas 
last  year  there  was  a surplus  of  14  females.  Of  illigitimate 
children  there  are  4,  all  females,  as  were  those  of  last  year, 
when  there  were  only  two. 
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Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

IS  in  exactly  the  same  position  as  in  1900,  when  I first  was 
appointed,  with  the  exceptions  that  Local  Government  Bn- 
quires  have  been  held  and  plans  made  for  the  disposal  of 
sewage  in  the  villages  of  Holt  and  Winsley.  A very  slight 
improvement  has  taken  place  in  the  substitution  of  buckets 
in  place  of  the  old  cess- pits,  and  where  new  Cottages  have  been 
put  up,  buckets  are  the  rule  ; but  unless  the  gardens  a.re  suffi- 
ciently large  to  allow  the  proper  burying  of  this  matter,  and  if 
they  are  near  any  water  source,  there  is  a great  risk  to  the  dis- 
trict ; the  only  way  to  avoid  such  risks  being  to  have  the  matter 
removed  twice  or  thrice  a week  by  a properly  authorised 
person  ; the  matter  to  be  mixed  with  the  ashes  from  each 
house  and  put  on  land  wLere  there  is  no  risk  of  contamination 
of  water.  If  such  an  arrangement  could  be  come  to,  all  cess- 
pits should  be  done  away  with,  but  if  not  they  ought  to  be 
cleared  out  and  thoroughly  cemented,  such  cementing  to  be 
done  by  a competent  person  and  passed  by  the  Inspector,  who 
would  then  give  a certificate  stating  it  was  fit  for  use.  With 
regard  to  Holt  w’ould  it  not  be  wise  to  pipe  drain  the  worst 
parts  in  the  village  till  a suitable  scheme  be  adopted,  the 
pipes  to  be  of  the  same  size,  level  and  gradient  as  recom- 
mended in  plans  we  have  had  before  us,  and  which,  in  the 
event  of  the  whole  drainage  being  carried  out,  would  w^ork 
into  the  whole  scheme,  in  other  words,  drain  the  worst  parts  at 
once,  allowing  the  effluent  to  flow  in  the  same  route  it  does  at 
present.  The  routes  appearing  to  me  to  require  this  the  most 
are,  the  ditch  at  the  top  of  Midlands  and  down  to  the  street 
opposite  the  “ Three  Lions,”  also  the  Gravel  and  the  Common, 
the  pipe  from  the  latter  could  be  made  to  join  the  angle  where 
the  one  from  the  top  of  Midlands  join  the  one  past  the  “ Three 
Lions,”  by  these  means  the  worst  smells  in  the  village  would 
be  abated. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

These  have  decreased,  there  being  only  20  against  26 
for  1903. 

Scarlet  Fever  \ There  were  01113-3  cases,  all  occurring  in 
Winsley,  vvhile  last  3-ear  there  were  20,  spread  over  Winsley, 
Broughton,  Atworth,  and  Limpley  Stoke. 

piphtheyja  on  the  other  hand  has  increased  from  2 in  1903  to 
9 this  year,  seven  of  these  occurring  in  Holt,  where  last  year 
there  were  none. 
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Unfortunately,  a case  recovering  from  Enteric  was 
brought  into  Wingfield,  and  though  removed  as  soon  a.s 
discovered,  it  caused  three  cases,  one  ending  fatally.  While 
dealing  with  Infectious  disease,  I should  like  to  point  out  that 
if  the  medical  man  in  charge  of  a case  would  notify  me  when 
that  case  was  well  and  the  house  fit  to  be  disinfected  I would 
at  once  see  that  it  was  done. 

There  were  5 cases  of  Eyrsipelas  all  occurring  in  persons 
between  25  and  65  years  of  age. 

Although  Measles  is  not  a notifiable  disease,  it  is,  owing  to 
the  complications  arising  from  it,  one  of  the  most  fatal  we 
have.  If  when  there  are  cases  in  a Village  a child  in  a family 
seems  to  be  unwell,  with  running  of  the  eyes,  headache,  and 
refusing  its  food,  the  parents  should  at  once  put  that  child  to 
bed  in  a warm  room  and  keep  any  other  children  away  from 
it,  and  no  other  child  in  the  family  that  has  not  had  the  corn- 
plaint  should  be  allowed  to  attend  school  or  any  gathering 
where  other  children  are  likely  to  be.  Take  a family  of  five 
children  where  one  has,  or  is  developing  measles,  three  of  which 
have  had  them,  two  or  three  years  ago,  these  three  may  go  to 
school,  provided  they  are  kept  away  from  the  other  children 
when  at  home  for  at  least  three  weeks  after  the  rash  has  dis- 
appeared. 

Mumps  : Here  children  should  be  isolated  from  one 
another,  as  the  disease  is  very  infectious,  rapidly  spreading 
amongst  the  infants  in  a school.  If  a child  is  known  to  be 
suffering  from  this  complaint  it  should  be  kept  in  a warm 
room  away  from  its  fellows  for  24  days,  at  the  end  of  which 
time  there  is  little  chance  of  infection.  In  both,  this  com- 
plaint and  Measles,  warmth  is  one  of  the  chief  necessaries. 

In  June,  the  Congregational,  and  in  July  the  Church, 
Schools  at  Holt  were  closed  for  a period  of  21  days  for 
Whooping-Cough,  and  in  December  the  Elementary  School 
at  Winkfield  for  a like  period  on  account  of  Measles. 

I would  recommend  that  after  the  outbreak  of  infectious 
disease  that  a rule  be  passed  that  the  schools  of  the  village 
where  the  outbreak  occurs  be  thoroughly  disinfected  before 
the  children  are  allowed  to  re-assemble  in  them. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds. 

During  the  past  year  I have  visited  26  farms,  and  have 
reported  9 to  your  Council.  The  number  of  sheds  examined 
■^3^5  ^3,  and  of  these  34  were  paved  and  28  drained,  while  1*7 
were  whitewashed.  This  number  of  whitewashed  sheds  is  very 
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small,  and  more  attention  should  be  paid  to  it,  both  for  the 
sake  of  the  milk  and  the  health  of  the  cows.  Every  year 
more  land  is  being  laid  down  to  grass  and  rnore  cows  are  kept, 
yet  there  are  no  bye-laws  to  regulate  the  building,  paving,  and 
draining  of  cow  sheds,  and  as  this  district  is  almost  a purely 
agricultural  one  from  which  milk  is  sent  to  Eondon  as  well  as 
factories  round  this  neighbourhood  the  purity  of  milk  becomes 
a very  pressing  necessity.  Whitewashing  should  be  carried 
out  regularly  at  least  twice  a 3^ear,  not  onl}^  the  walls  of  the 
sheds,  but  the  posts,  roofs,  and  mangers.  The  floors  should 
be  of  some  impermeable  material,  such  as  concrete  8 inches 
with  a 2 inch  surface  of  cement,  properly  guttered,  and  rough- 
ened so  that  the  cattle  will  not  slip  on  the  surface  and  the 
fluid  will  be  able  to  run  away.  The  question  has  been  raised 
why  should  owmers  be  put  to  so  great  an  expense  if  the  cows 
are  onh' brought  into  the  sheds  to  be  milked  ? The  answer  is, 
I think,  simple,  as  it  is  at  milking  time  when  the  risk  of  con- 
tamination from  the  surrounding  atmosphere  takes  place  ; 
and  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  if  there  are  large  stacks  of 
manure  outside,  but  close  to  the  sheds,  there  is  still  great  risk 
to  the  milk,  even  when  the  sheds  are  kept  clean. 

Water  Supply. 

Holt  and  Broughton  and  part  ot  Atworth  are  supplied  by 
the  private  enterprise  of  G.  P.  Fuller,  Esq.,  the  water  coming 
form  a spring  at  Great  Chalfield. 

Winsley,  and  the  lower  parts  of  Limpley  Stoke,  b}^  the 
Bath  High  Level  Co  , Monkton  Farleigh  parth^  by  a public 
pump  and  3 standing  taps  down  the  street,  Wraxall,  Westwood 
and  Wingfield  b}-^  wells.  A scarcity  of  water,  not  only  for 
drinking,  but  any  purpose  at  all,  has  been  felt  ver}’  greath^ 
at  Westwood,  Monkton  Farleigh,  and  Wraxall  during  the  past 
12  months.  Taking  Westw^ood  first,  a scheme  is  under  con- 
sideration, by  wLich  this  village  will  be  supplied  b}^  the  Bath 
High  Level  Co.,  and  I should  like  to  make  two  propositions  : 
(i)  that  the  Parish  Council  ofWinkfield  also  get  their  water 
from  the  same  source  ; and  (2)  that  a cistern  large  enough  to 
supply  Westwood,  or  in  the  case  of  Winkfield  joining,  to  suppL^ 
both  villages,  for  at  least  4 da^^s : the  reason  being  that  a 
leakage  may,  and  has  occurred  at  Winsley,  to  the  main  supph' 
pipe  and  then  if  there  was  a four  day  suppl}^  to  fall  back  upon, 
there  wmuld  not  be  ain^  risk  of  shortage,  such  as  has  happened 
there.  1 am  surprised  that  wdndmills  are  not  used  more 
extensiveiy  for  this  purpose.  Take  Monkton  Farleigh,  there 
is  a well  at  Park  Wood  which,  I believe,  has  never  been 
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known  to  run  out ; if  the  consent  of  the  owner,  Sir.  C. 
Hobhouse,  Bart.,  a windmill  w’as  placed  there  it  would  be  able 
to  pump  the  water  to  the  top  of  the  village  and  supply  all  the 
houses,  providing  there  was  a tank  of  sufficient  capacity"  to  labt 
the  people  4 davs,  in  case  the  mill  was  not  working.  Some- 
thing ot  the  same  kind  might  be  of  use  for  W raxall. 

I regret  that  the  suggestions  I made  for  regulating  the 
water  supply  at  Turley,  and  at  the  same  time  keeping  it  pure, 
were  not  accepted  by  "the  Parish  Council. 

Factory  and  Workshops  Act. 

The  two  flock  mills  at  Avoncliff  employ  young  women 
chiefl}':  — only  I think,  once  have  I certified  to  a child  between 
14  and  16  since  I held  the  appointment. 


I have  inspected  the  Saw  Mill  and  Rubber  Factor}  at 
Rimplev  Stoke,  as  well  as  the  Skin  iardand  ^^latticss  Factor} 
at  Holt',  and  the  Mattress  Factory  at  Broughton.  The  Sanitary 
arrangements  were  tair,  and  some  small  defects  I pointed  out 
to  the  owners  were  ordered  to  be  rectified  at  once.  Xo 
accidents  were  reported  during  the  whole  } ear.  Bakehouses, 
of  which  there  are  10,  are  well  kept.  Baundyits,  one  public 
laundrv  at  Holt.  Slaughter  Houses,  none.  The  total  number 
of  persons  passed  for  work  in  the  factories  between  the  ages  ot 
14  and  16  vears  of  age  was  23,  namely  iS  boys  and  5 girls  ; none 

were  reejcted.
